FCC chief seeks national policy on airwaves 

The head of the Federal Communications Commission called 
on Tuesday for a national policy for managing airwaves used by 
government agencies and coveted by the mobile telephone and 
Internet industries. 

The government uses various bands of spectrum for defense 
operations and managing the commercial aviation system while 
companies like Verizon Wireless and VoiceStream Wireless use 
other bands to offer consumers mobile-voice communications and 
Internet access, but they want more. 

“Spectrum becomes an increasing challenge and | think the 
country needs to spend time developing a coherent, nationally har- 
monized spectrum policy,” FCC Chairman Michael Powell said at 
the Cellular Telecommunications and Internet Association annual 
meeting. 

Wireless companies are lobbying for spectrum used by the U.S.

Defense Department to be reallocated for commercial use, includ- 
ing potentially so-called 3G (third generation) applications such 
as mobile high-speed Internet access. 

Powell said that part of the problem was that his agency does 
not control all of the spectrum making it difficult to coordinate 
policies and he said the Bush administration has a central role to 
play in balancing demands for the airwaves. 

“We’re running out of electronic concrete, we’re running out 
of spectrum,” said VoiceStream Chief Executive John Stanton. “In 
many markets, spectrum is simply not available for companies to 
offer new, better technologies.” 

A government report is due out at the end of the month about 
possible reallocation of government airwaves for 3G services. Con- 
gress has role, too. 

Powell also put some of the responsibility on Congress and 
raised concerns about the demands by some U.S. lawmakers for

the agency to raise the most money possible in the sale of the airwaves to aid federal 
budget purposes. 

“It’s not my job to figure out where each and every dollar comes from but I do have a 
growing concern that the maximization of money can countermand or undermine com- 
munications policies that are associated with the efficiencies of spectrum,” Powell said. 

His comments come as the FCC is working to auction later this year airwaves occu- 
pied by broadcasters who are supposed to vacate the spectrum for digital signals over the 
next several years. But uncertainty of when exactly they will depart has depressed poten- 
tial values for the auction. 

The FCC has delayed the auction several times to allow bidders more time to evaluate 
their needs for the spectrum and in hopes that more time would bring more certainty of 
when the airwaves would be available to wireless operators who then may be willing to 
pay more for the spectrum. 

Congress mandated that the broadcasters vacate the airwaves by the end of 2006 or 
when the penetration rate for digital television in U.S. homes reached 85 percent, which- 
ever came later. But, with the high costs of digital television sets, few believe the transi- 
tion will be finished by the end of 2006. 

To boost available funds for federal spending, Congress ordered the FCC to deposit the 
proceeds from one auction of airwaves occupied by broadcasters by last fall but that auc- 
tion has been pushed back until September.

”*BOING-BOING”’ INTRUDER LIKELY A 
CODAR INSTALLATION 


The ARRL Monitoring System will formally ask the FCC to monitor 
yet another intruding signal, this time on the |12-meter amateur 
band. The widely reported signal sounds a bit like a tightly wound, 
noisy spring being repeatedly compressed and released. It’s be- 
lieved to be coming from a surface-wave radar installation, possi- 
bly in Central or South America. 

“It sounds like someone playing with a really noisy spring, or a 
very poorly tuned guitar string,” says ARRL Monitoring System 
Administrator Brennan Price, N4QX. “This signal is also unique 
in that it precisely occupies the entire 12-meter band, from 24,890 
to 24,990 kHz, with the same pitch and tempo throughout the band.” 
While the signal does not appear to be overly disruptive to ama- 
teur communications, it is almost certainly an intruder. “The 12- 
meter band is allocated to amateurs on an exclusive basis world- 
wide,” Price says. “This is not one of those instances where the 
observed station has as much right to use the frequency as United 
States amateurs; any non-amateur signal on 12 1s an intruder.” 
Informal discussions with professional monitors suggest that the 
rough pulses—about two per second in frequency—are character- 
istic of a CODAR (Coastal Ocean Dynamics Applications Radar) 
transmitter. CODAR is a specific type of HF radar used to map 
ocean surface currents in coastal zones. |

ARRL Seeks to Expand Amateur Access 
to 216-220 MHz 


he ARRL has suggested that the FCC expand the secondary 
Oe allocation at 219-220 MHz to provide access to the 
entire 216-220 MHz band. The League commented this 
month in response to a Notice of Proposed Rule Making, ET Docket 
00-221, that proposes to reallocate 27 MHz of spectrum in various 
bands, including 216-220 MHz, from government to non-govern- 
ment use. 
In general, the FCC seeks to allocate the entire 216-220 MHz band 
to the Fixed and Mobile services on a primary basis. At 219-220 
MHz, Amatcur Radio now is secondary to the Automated Mari- 
time Telecommunications System (AMTS). Within the 1-MHz of 
spectrum, Amateurs may install and operate point-to-point digital 
essage forwarding systems, including intercity packet backbones, 
it only under strict limitations.

While the FCC has promised to protect AMTS and other opera- 
tions from new interference, it extended no such assurances to 
amateur operations at 219-220 MHz. In its comments, the ARRL 
expressed fears that additional co-primary users ‘’ will essentially 
foreclose what limited opportunities there are now for amateurs to 
make use of the 219-220 MHz segment.” 

The League suggested that permitting amateur access to the entire 
216-220 MHz band on a non-interference basis would be one means 
to accommodate Amateur Radio operations in that portion of the 
spectrum. Such a move would, the ARRL said, ‘’provide at least 
some opportunity for amateurs to engineer fixed links into the 
band, which would not be possible in the 219-220 MHz segment 
alone.” 

‘*The Amateur Service is well-known for being able to make use 
of bands used by other services, which increases the efficiency of 
spectrum use,” the League said. The allocation could be made 
‘*without any adverse impact on AMTS operations, television 
broadcast reception, or other, new co-primary operations in the 
216-220 MHz band, Fixed or Mobile,” the ARRL concluded.

In light of recent budget surpluses and 
to give more time to clear up availability 
issues, President George W. Bush, in his 
recent budget sent to Congress, opened a 
window for the FCC to delay the auction 
again and garner more funds. The budget 
proposed giving the agency until 2006 to 
deposit the proceeds from the auction of the 
analog airwaves and raised the estimate to 
be raised to $11.1 billion from $3.6 billion.
